banks of France and England for 
Germany. 


LONDON, July 9.—(#)--Aecom- 
panied by Montagu Norman, governor 
of the Bank of England, Dr. Hans 
Luther, president of the reichsbank, 
left this afternoon for Paris after 
short eonference with British finan- 
cial leaders ostensibly over the pro- 
jected long-term German loan. 

It was understood that Mr, Nor- 
man's ultimate destination was Basel, 
Dr. Luther's plans to fly to Brus- 
sels tonight were abandoned in favor 
of a train and boat journey to Paris. 
The reason for this change in plans 
was not disclosed.

The inquiry centered particularly 
on a story concerning President Hoo- 
vers sudden departure from his 


'Rapidan camp on Sunday and was 


directed at secret service men and 
newspaper reporters assigned to the 
White House. 

The attitude of the White House, 
as expressed today, was that any 
stories concerning the president, or 
the White House, should come 
through the regular official channels. 

In this way, it was explained, all 
the newspapermen would receive the 
same news at the same time. It was 
said at the White House that. such 
a system was not considered a cen- 
sorship, 

The story which first aroused ex 
ecutive ire told how Mr.. Hoover or- 
dered his car and departed quickly 


for the capital, leaving secret service 
men and other White House attaches 
to scramble for hastily summoned au- 


tomobiles, some of them putting on 
their clothes as they ran. : 

The story related of a hastily pre- 
pared lunch. sent after the chief ex- 
ecutive in a fast car which caught 
up with him 30 miles away. 

It also told of how the chief execu- 
tive made the run from Camp-Rapi- 
dan to Washington in two hours and 
a half. The distance is slightly over 
100 miles and part of the trip was 
over a narrow country dirt road. 

Individual secret service operatives 
attached to the White House whe 
were at the camp have been question- 
ed concerning how the facts reached 
the reporters. Several newspapermen 
assigned to cover the White House 
also have been approached by investi- 
gators, 

. Chief Moran, of the United States 
secret service, called at the White 
House yesterday and held a long con- 
ference with Lawrence Richey, one 


of'the president’s secretaries. Richey 
was at one time a detective. 

Five newspaper correspondents who 
cover the Rapidan camp were in- 
formed over the telephone Sunday 
that the president would leave at 2 
o'clock, He left at 1:25 and the re- 
porters, who try to keep the chief ex- 
ecutive’s. car in sight on the trip in 
case of accidents, arrived in Wash- 
ington 40 minutes after the president. 

Throughout. the week-end the ut- 
most secrecy was maintained as to 
what was taking place at the camp. 
Efforts of reporters to talk with 
Richey, the only secretary at the 
camp, were futile. Marine officers re- 
ported that Mr. Richey was out, or 
that he was too busy to talk. Theodore 
Joslin, the secretary who generally 
handles White House news, was not 
at the camp.

| White House today, the government 


was informed by bituminous opera- 
tors of three states that little could 
be accomplished at this time by a na- 
tional coal conference. 

Shortly after the operators had 
concluded a four-hour conference with 
Secretaries Lamont and Doak, at 
which they failed to agree on a gen- 
eral conference between all elements 
of the industry, the paraders appeared 
at the White House bearing banners, 
which were taken from them by po- 
lice. 

As the police kept the group from 
halting at the executive mansion, 
Frank Borich, secretary of the union, 
y went to the White House offices to 
protest against the conference between 
the operators and the two cabinet of- 
ficers. 

To Theodore Joslin, one of the 
president’s secretaries, who received 
him, Borich presented a petition as- 
serting the union desired to “protest 
against this conference as a con- 
spiracy of the Hoover-Mellon govern- 
ment, the operators and the United 
Mine Workers of America, to break 
the present strikes of miners in Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Illinois.” 

After receiving assurance from Jos- 
lin that Mr. Hoover would receive the 


petition, Borich returned to the 
street, reported on the White House 
visit, and the parade moved ahead. 
No arrests were made. *” 

Earlier in the day, the delegation 
of the National Miners’ Union had 
been expected at the commerce de- 
partment, where the conference of 
operators was in progress, but they 
failed to appear. 

Operators who attended the discus- 
sion with Lamont and Doak declined 
to comment upon the meeting. 

Secretary Lamont, in a _ formal 
statement, said “many of the opera- 
tors held the view that little could 
be accomplished of advantage to the 
public, the industry or the workers 
engaged in it by the summoning of a 
national coal conference at this time.” 

He added, however, that “no final 
decisions were arrived at in regard 
to this matter.” 

The object of the gathering was 
to elicit a “free and frank interchange 
of opinion and data,” he said. The 
hearing of freight rates on coal mar- 
keting, the variance between scales of 
wages current in various parts of the 
country, unemployment and _ other 
conditions were discussed. 


STATE POLICE FIGHT 
RHODE ISLAND STRIKERS 

CENTRAL FALLS, R. I., July 
9.—(?)—State police and firemen 
aided local police today in a fight 
with striking mill workers and sym- 
pathizers. During the disturbance 
one policeman was beaten, and six 
or seven persons arrested were taken 
away from police by the rioters. 

The rioters broke windows of the 
General Fabrics Oorporation plant 
and threw stones at police before the 
disorder was quelled. Tear gas bombs 
and streams of water from fire hose 
were used to bring the situation un- 
der control. 

Authorities feared a fresh outbreak 
tonight, at a mass meeting called by 
leaders of the mill workers.

Ob- 
servers agreed that so long as that 
demand continued there could be no 
recovery on the Berlin boerse. For 
that reason, the outcome of Dr. Lu- 
ther’s trip was awaited anxiously. 

The second effect of the debt mora- 
torium so far as industry is con- 
cerned is the relief afforded by the re- 
duction of the government's floating 
debt through the diversion of tax re- 
ceipts from the payment of repara- 
tions. 

Technically, only the Reich's treas- 
ury is benefited; but when the gov- 
ernment finds its treasury position so 
much improved that it no longer has 
to run to the German banks from 
month to month for short-term loans 
to carry it over pay roll and other 
emergencies, the banks themselves can

Sullivan Declares Psycho- 
logical Benefits of Hoo- 
ver Proposal Already 
Are Assured.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Tie 
next step in debt postponement will be 
the meeting of European creditors of 
Germany under the Young plan in 
which America has no part.

The concrete effects of the Hoover 
plan begii with a long-time funda- 


mental politic..1 and social result to 
Germany, and indirectly to the world. 
The original cause of Mr. Hoover's 


Faction was that Germany politically 


and socially was on the way to gv 
either communist or fascist, probably 
the latter. The chief reason was that 
radical leaders were able to tell the 
German people that the world regard- 
ed that country as a pariah and a 
criminal and that the policy of the 
other nations was to keep Germany 
chained and helpless. President Hoo- 
ver’s action was convincing evidence 
that this charge by the radical lead- 
ers is not true. 

His action has seized upon the 
imagination of the German people as 
proof that the werld is willing to 
treat Germany with justice and sym- 
pathy. Hence the political and social 
consequences of the action about debts 
is to disarm both the communist and 
fascist leaders and factions. One evi- 
dence of this is that these radicals are 
the only groups in Germany that have 
failed to rejoice and on the contrary 
have reviled President Hoover and 
America. The German electorate will 
now go on i.ith the republican form 
of government which is the natural 
expression of a thoroughly sound and 
orderly people once they are lifted 


from their mood of despair and rescued 


from the leadership of inflammatory 
radicals. This is the long-time funda- 
mental result of the action about 
debts. . | 

A collateral and intangible but 
nevertheless real effect is that the so 
to speak surgical removal of a focus 
of despair from one part of the world 
will bring a measure of wholesome- 
ness to the whole world. Moods of 
pessimism and bitterness such as have 
been evident everywhere recently are 
as infectious as some form of physical 


disease. The disinfection of Germanys . 


despair may help to bring the mood 
of the whole world back to normal. 

Parenthetically it is observable that 
America seems to have become in- 
creasingly and not wholly fortunately 
a nation subject to sudden and extreme 
epidemics of alternate pessimism and 
optimism. 

The more immediate effects of the 
Hoover plan, likely to show themselves 
at once, are economic and financial. 
At the moment President Hoover act- 
ed, the German banking and cur- 
ren¢cy system, as partly a consequence 
of the country’s political condition, 
was close to collapse. What that would 
have done to prolong our own depres- 
sion need not be told. 

Presumably, indeed almost certainly, 
that calamity is now averted by 
adoption of the Hoover plan. If the 
Hoover plan of itself is not enough, it 
will be supnlemented by the vigorous 
and practically unlimited aid of the 
banks of the world as well as the 
industrial leaders now made confident 
and willing 17 the initial step. This 
aid by banks and industrial leaders 
in several countries is now actively 
under way. The banking and currency 
systems not only of Germany but of 
all central Europe may now fairly be 
regarded as safe, although there is still 
one pretty bad spot in one quite small 
and unimpoftant country. The whole- 
some consequences of this restoration 
are as unnecessary to detail as the 
consequences in the other direction 
that would have followed the collapse 
which seemed imminent three wee's 


O. 
* To relate all this is not to assert 
that by this one step of debt postpone- 
ment alone, the whole world is at 
once set right. What can reasonably 
be said is that the largest single cause 
of present and continued depression is 
removed. Many other dislocations re- 
main to be straightened out or to right 
themselves. 

The happy consequence to America 
of a restoration taking place chiefly 
in Europe is a thing not always clear- 
ly understood by the average American 
who. for example. sells automobiles 
in Rochester or fololws building con- 
struction in Utica. The connection is 
much more direct today than a hun- 
dred years ago when Macaulay ob- 
served that actions of statesmen in 
Europe had led to Indians scalping 
each other in America.

Construction of the navy’s seven new 
cruisers proceeded without halt or 
change in plans today despite discov- 
ery of defective stern post castings on 
five of eight already launched, 

_ The navy department expressed con- 
fidence the defect would not crop out 
in connection with the ships now 
building as they are of a different de- 
sign. 

Secretary Adams referred to the 
epidemic of cracked castings as “very 
serious,’ but added he believed the 
trouble would be remedied. 

Rear Admiral George H. Rock, 
chief of the bureau of construction, 
said the specifications for the seven 
new ships call for a type of hull and 
stern post casting which he expects 
to prove considerably stronger. 

Rock added that he thought the 
cracked stern posts discovered thus 
far aboard the Augusta, Chicago, 
Louisville, Northampton and Chester 
might be traceable to a combination 
of faulty designing and faulty cast- 
ings. 

The stern post is subjected to ter- 
rifie strain, particularly when the 
rudder is thrown sharply over at high 
speed. 

The castings used in the new cruis- 
ers are to be examined closely with a 
newly developed device, similar to an 
X-ray, ‘onkle of detecting flaws that 
previously passed unnoticed.

SENATORS EVADE 
VOTE QUIZ ACTION 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—(/)— 
The senate elections subcommittee in- 
vestigating the Heflin-Bankhead sena- 
torial election contest in Alabama to- 
day declined to interpose objection to 
the separate inquiry recently ordered 
by the Alabama legislature. It took 
John H. Bankhead, senator-elect, to 
task, however, for seeking the state 
investigation. 

J. Thomas Heflin, defeated candi- 
date, asked the committee to protest 
the ‘state inquiry, asserting it would 
“institute a reign of terror among my | 
witnesses.” The committee called 
upon Mr. Bankheaa to state his pur- 
pose for urging the state legislature 
to make the separate inquiry. He 
said his purpose was to aid the sen- 
ate committee. 

Chairman Hastings and Senators 
Watson, republican, Indiana, and 
George, democrat, Georgia, the other 
committee members, questioned the 
jurisdiction of the state in the sena- 
torial election but they decided no ac- 
tion was necessary by the senate as 
long it was not interfered with. 

Senator Hastings read to the com- 
mittee a report on the inquiry into 
ten counties and severely criticized 
the conduct of the election. He said 
the senate investigation showed irreg- 
ularities in 383 of the 405 ballot boxes 
in those counties. 

“Alabama may well boast of its 
good election laws,” said Senator 
Hastings’ report, “but if these 10 
counties are in any sense an ijlustra- 
tion of the practice followed by the 
election officers in Alabama, it cer-/{ 
tainly would be in an unfortunate 
position if it -were called upon to 
prove that the elections in Alabama 
wete honest elections. 

“The condition of these boxes and 
their contents as shown in these re- 
ports submitted to the committee 
would make it impossible for any per- 
son to prove that fraud was not com- 
mitted. Every opportunity for fraud 
which the law undertook to guard 
against is apparent; every door closed 
against fraud by the law has been 
thrown wide open in nearly every elec- 
tion district where the badlots have 
been examined.” 

_The committee granted the request 
o: Heflin to complete the recount of 
ballots for the entire state and grant- 
ed seven other requests made by him 
but it refused to reject all unnumbered 
bellots and likewise turned down four 
other requests. 

It granted the Ione request made by 
Bankhead, that photostatic copies be 
made of all documents questioned. 

Senator Hastings called another 
meeting for tomorrow to hear the plea 
of Heflin and his counsel that the 
senate inquire into the primary elec- 
tion in which Bankhead won the 
democratic nomination.

STATON JURY GETS 
DEATH CASE TODAY 


For the second time within four 
weeks a jury’ will hold the life of 
James F. Staton, Fort McPherson sol- 
dier, in its hands today when his case 
is expected to be concluded before 
Judge John D. Humphries in Fulton 
superior court by noon. He is charged 
with the murder of Private Thomas 
J. Martin, another soldier, on the 
night of July 20. 

A previous trial resulted in a mis- 
trial when a jury could not agree. 
The case called before Judge Hum- 
phries Wednesday was postponed un- 
til Thursday when the state’s prin- 
cipal witness, Georgia Phillips. was 
unable to attend because of illness. 


| After exhausting five panels of jury- 


men in an effort to obtain a twelfth 
juror, the trial got under way Thurs- 
day morning and 10 witnesses were 
put on the stand by the state. 

, At 5 o’clock Thursday afternoon the 
arguments had begun and the defense 
attorneys had spoken before the jury. 
Court was then recessed until this 
morning at 9 o'clock by the judge 
and the jury dispersed under instruc- 
tions. They were not locked up for 
the night. 

During the trial Thursday R. W. 
Johnson, a cook in the service com- 
pany at Fort McPherson, testified that 
Staton had told him that he had shot 
aman. Miss Phillips, companion of 
the slain soldier on the night of the 
murder, testified that he was shot 
while walking with her, and identified 
Staton as the man who shot him. The 
defense in its argument to the jury 
attempted to tear her identification 
down and to point out discrepancies 
in the other testimony.

BS ARGUMENTS 
HEARD BY COURT 


Judge Howard Presides 
as Attorneys Battle 
Over N ew Bill. 


Closing arguments in a legal bat- 
tle between a large number of motor 
bus companies and Comptroller Gen- 
eral William B. Harrison to decide 
the constitutionality of a motor car- 
rier tax measure passed at the spe- 
cial session of the legislature will be 
presented before Judge G. H. Howard 
in Fulton superior court this morn- 
ing. 

Two specific injunctions were given 
a hearing Thursday. They were filed 
by V. C. Ellington and R. S. Cole- 
man for the United Motor Freight 
Terminals, Inc., but 23 other motor 
carrier companies, including the Grey- 
hound, Colonial and others, had legal 
representatives present. ‘Temporary 
injunctions were granted on June 1] 
by Judge John LD. Humphries, and 
the hearing Thursday which has been 
continued until this morning, is an 
attempt to make the injunctions per- 
manent preventing the state from col- 
lecting the tax passed at the special 
session of the legislature. 

Attorneys for the state Thursday 
contended that were the injunctions 
granted that the state would lose be- 
tween $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 year- 
ly. The counsel for the plaintiffs de- 
clared that the tax was unconstitu- 
tional on three grounds: 

1, That the tax would be a burden 
on interstate commerce; 2, that it 
discriminates against them in that it 
exempts persons hauling farm or al- 
lied products; 3, that it is con- 
fiscatory because it is too great a 
burden on companies hauling more 
than 100 miles and whose total 
weight of the load hauled is in excess 
of 12,000 pounds.

CONSPIRACY CHARGE 
ASKED AGAINST LEAS 


Judge Instructs District At- 
torney To Draw Indict- 
ment for Two.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 9.—(®) 
opeetne in open court in the presence 
of the grand jury, Criminal Judge 
Charles Gilbert today instructed Rich- 
ard M. Atkinson, district attorney- 
general, to draw a conspiracy indict- 
ment against Colonel Luke Lea, pub- 
lisher, and Luke Lea Jr., in connec- 
tion with affairs of the closed Lib- 
wr Bank & Trust Company, of Nash- 
ville. 

The judge’s order, styled “state of 
Tennessee vs. Luke Lea and Luke 
Lea Jr.,” said it appeared to the court 
that “an indictable offense, to-wit, 
unlawful conspiracy in violation of 
Section 6693 of the code of Tennes- 
see,” had been committed, “and that 
Luke Lea and Luke Lea Jr. are prob- 
ably guilty thereof.” 

Since no private citizen would 
agree to act as prosecutor, Judge Gil- 
bert directed Atkinson to file the bill 
of indictment as ex-officio proseeutor 
and to comply with the order within 
five days. 

When the grand jury reported to- 
day, the foreman told the judge that 
Atkinson had been before the inves- 
tigators, but that no action had been 
taken in regard to the Liberty bank, 
which closed last November. Shortly 
after the bank closed its doors R. E. 
Donnell, the president, committed 
suicide. 

The Liberty bank had approximate- 
ly $350,000 of state of Tennessee . 
funds on deposit at the time of its 
closing, and the legislative commit- 
tee that investigated state affairs in- 
cluded this institution in its inquiry.

Cooper said it marked a new epoch 
in Russian progress, because under the 
new policv “human nature gets a 
chance that it never had before.” 

“It will do more to quiet the ont- 
side world than anything else if the 
people will understand it correctly,” 
he declared. 

“The world need never fear Rus- 
sian dumping now. because the speech 
shows so well that all MRussia’s 
strength is to be concentrated = on 


‘producing higher living standards for 


her own people.’ 
“Tt should provoke a better feeling 
in America toward Russia.’ 

Colonel Cooper especially praised 
Stalin’s proposal of a new wage sys- 
tem based on the worth of each work- 
er and on his demand for more in- 
dividualism in management and more 
responsibility among workers. 

“There is more hope now than ever 
hefore that things will be allowed to 
work themselves out from within,” 
he said. 

“The new policy will provide more 
ineentive and arouse more personal 
initiative. It gives a chance to every 
one to participate in the development 
of the country and receive his ap- 


{propriate reward, 


“The speech provides a new method 
by which the five-year plan will ac- 
complish a great deal more for the 
upbuilding of living conditions than 
could have been possible without it 
because it will eliminate the difficul- 
ties which hitherto havea, throttled the 
plan to a serious degree. 

“Tt makes a clear analysis of Rus- 
sia’s past difficulties and provides 
remedies, There is no question also 
that the intelligentsia now see a new

The I’m Alone 
sinking occurred 200 miles off the 
Louisiana coast in March, 1929, 
while it was moving at full speed to- 
ward Mexico. A French sailor lost his 
life during the action. 

Last March Canada protested the 
seizure of the Josephine K., claim- 
ing it was more than an hour’s sail- 
ing distance off shore. 

In the same month that govern- 
ment submitted a summary of_ its 
contentions in the I’m Alone case, 
questioning among other things the 
application of the theory of “hot pur- 
suit” since the rum runner was sunk 
by another vessel than that which 
sighted it near the eoast. 

Nevertheless this theory was reit- 
erated today on the basis that if an 
American coast guard vessel sights a 
rum runner inside American waters 
and the vessel is closely pursued out- 
side the one hour’s sailing distance 
from shore the pursuit may continue. 

During the negotiations over the 
I’m Alone, American representatives 
have claimed the vessel was owned 
by the so-called “Hogan ring” in Bos- 
ton, and that the Canadian registry 
existed principally to preclude seizure 
by American officials. 

The state department 
clined to make public the text of the 
note to Canada.

Judge Withholds Action 
on Former ‘Secretary 
Following Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—(/)—Out 
of a hearing today on whether to 
send Albert B, Fall to jail came the 
possibility he ‘may serve his sentence 
in the high, dry air of a western 
prison. 

Justice Bailey, in the District of 
Columbia supreme court, took. under 
iadvisement the government's request 
that Fall’s sentence be executed im- 
mediately. At the same time he asked 
counsel for data on his power to send 
fall’ to a prison_.outside’ .e District. 

‘rank Hogan, ‘attorney for the for- 
mer secretary of the interior, who 
was convicted of bribery in the oil 
lease cases, said he thought Fall 
must serve a year in the District jail 
unless his sentence was suspended. 
His motion for suspension on the 
basis of Fall’s physical condition also 
was taken under advisement. 

Atlee Pomerene, special prosecutor, 
read a memorandum from. Assistant 
Attorney-General Youngquist which 
expressed the opinion Fall could be 
sent to a jail outside the District. 
Pomerene suggested the former cabi- 
net officer might be committed to pris- 
on in El Paso, where he js now. . 

District Attorney Rover asked 
Hogan if he would consent to such a 
move. Hogan said he would have to 
consult his client. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
Justice Bailey said that before tak- 
ine action he would determine wheth- 
er he has the power to send Fall to 
another prison or authority to sus- 
pend sentence in Fall’s absence from 
Washington. 

The question of Fall’s physical con- 
dition has been outstanding since bis 
appeal to the supreme court failed in 
June. His own physicians said he was 
not able to come to Washington to 
spend a year in jail. Army physi- 
clans at William Beaumont hospital, 
in El Paso, then examined him, On 
the basis of their report Rover said 
the government-felt Fall was able to 
come here to begin his term. 

Hogan, however, used the rep@t as 
the basis of his plea for suspension 
of the sentence. It said that Fall is 


.suffering from hardening of the ar- 


teries, heart trouble, arthritis, inac- 
tive tuberculosis and chronic pleurisy. 
It made no recommendations. 

He presented affidavits by three 
Washington physicians, Drs. Frank 
Leech, Thomas A. Claytor and W. 
D. Tewksburg, which agreed on the 
basis of the report that Falls’ condi- 
tion was serious and that imprison- 
ment would probably shorten his life. 

Fall was indicted in 1924 on a 
charge of receiving a bribe from Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, oil operator. He 
was convicted jn October, 1929, and 
sentenced to a year in jail and fined 
$100,000.
